great amphitheater In the beautiful 
cemetery of Arlington Instant opposi­ 
tion to the plan was shown In all parts 
of the country. 
Arlington itself fur­ 
nishes n natural amphitheater, and the 
objectors to the building plan said (bat 
In cemeteries and In parks generally 
the fewer buildings there are the bet­ 
ter.

was a dot :ed and today the building 
stand« In park like Arlington. It 1« so 
beautiful that mm It of the first objec­ 
tion to 1 i erection has disappeared, 
hut the ‘art remains that a 11 about 
the atupfi heater nature has done so 
mmh for ,he cemetery that It would 
aeetn even the beautiful in art could 
do im more. 
W hen Major fleneral John M. Sco­ 
field. one of the noted federal coin* 
inander»

under the shade of a great oak tree. 
It was proposed to erect a monument 
to Scofield’* memory and the proposal 
was carried out, but at th# Hum there 
were men wlm were not afraid to say 
that the olik tlee Itself constituted as 
noble a memorial us any civilian or 
soldier might wish. The tree Is cer­ 
tainly mure than a century Olilr TT U 
sturdy and compelling, commanding.

Men who have lived In the outdoor* 
and have learned to love nature, have 
In many Instances, requested that their 
memorials should be small ami I neon-

Ralph W aldo Emerson, Henry 1>. Th»v 
reau ami John Burroughs lie under 
the simplest atones.

In Washington, as In other cities of 
the country, the light constantly Is 
to keep buildings not only out of the 
cemeteries, 
hut

parks, it Is urged here, as el sew Imre, 
that parks are parks and not cities, 
nor are they luUm led to be cities. In 
Rock 
Creek 
park, Washington, tin* 
buildings are as small as It Is possible 
to make them and yet to have them 
nerve tin* park put po>es for which they 
arc Intended. There Is a zoo In Rock 
Creek park, and 
of course 
animal 
house« are necessary, hut beyond these 
shelters there Is nothing but nature, 
great tree«, plenty of shrubbery and 
the stream that literally brawls. 
one or two statues have been re­ 
moved from Washington park* since 
the Fine Arts commissi mi came Into 
existence. They were considered ugly 
and unfitting as memorial* for the 
men for w hom they were reared. Their 
places have been taken by memorials 
to the men whose statues were ie- 
moved, but memorials which are him* 
pie. strong and beautiful.
